New Delhi, the 8th September, 2009 

G.S.R. 646(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clauses (a) and (c) of sub-section (2) of Section 155 of 
the Sashastra Seema Bal Act, 2007 (53 of2007), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Sashastra Seema Bal, Group ‘A 1 Combatised (General 
Duty) Officers Recruitment Rules, 2004, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Sashastra Seema 
Bal Group ‘A’ Combatised (General Duty) Officers 
Recruitment Amendment Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the Schedule of the Sashastra Seema Bal 
Group ‘A’ Combatised (General Duty) Officers Recruitment 
Rules, 2004, against serial number 6 relating to the post of 
Deputy Commandant (General Duty),— 

(i) in the entries under column 4, for the letters and 
figures “Rs. 10000-325-15200.”, the letters, figures 
and words, “Rs. 15600-39100 plus Grade Pay 
Rs. 6600”, shall be substituted; 

(ii) in the entries under column 11, for the figure 
and words “100% by promotion”, the words, 
“by promotion failing'which by deputation or 
absorption or re-employment” shall be 
substituted; 


(iii) in the entries under column 12 after the entries, 
the following shall be inserted at the end, 
namely:— 

Deputation or absorption :—Officer of the Central 
Police Organisation or States or Union Territories, 
Police:— 

(a) (i) holding analogous post on regular 

basis in the parent cadre or Department; or 

(ii) with six years regular service in the grade 
of Assistant Commandant rendered after 
appointment thereto on regular basis 
or equivalent in the parent cadre or 
Department; and 

(b) Should be in the Medical category SHAPE-I. 

Notel:—The departmental officers in the feeder 
category who are in the direct line of promotion shall 
not be eligible for consideration for appointment by 
deputation. Similarly, deputationists shall not be 
eligible for consideration for appointment by 
promotion 

Note 2;—The period of deputation including the 
period of deputation in another ex-cadre post held 
immediately preceding this appointment in the same 
or some other organisation or department of the 
Central Government shall ordinarily not exceed three 
years. The maximum age limit for appointment by 
deputation shall not be exceeding fifty-six years as 
on the closing date of receipt of application. 

For Ex-Servicemen Deputation or re-employment: 

The Armed Forces Personnel due to retire or who are 
to be transferred to reserve within a period of one year and 
having the requisite experience and qualifications 
prescribed shall also be considered for appointment by 
deputation and such personnel shall be given deputation 
up to the date on which they are due for release from the 
Armed Forces; thereafter they may be continued on 
re-employment for a period not exceeding three years.”
